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MAN DROWNS IN Y.M.C.A. POOL 


Tank in Central Building Claims 
Third Victim in Histery. 


DIVES AND BUMPS HEAD. 


Attendant Seeks to Save Him; Physi- 
clans’ Work in Vain. 


The Central T. M. C. A. swimming pool 
claimed the third victim within its history 
yesterday. He was William Meier, son of 
the Rev. Jacob Meier of the Third German 
Baptist church. In May, 1908. Lewis Levy, 
a 16 year old boy, lost his life while swimming 
in the pool, and several years ago another boy 
was drowned. Meiler was 32 years old and a 
civil engineer, employed by the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul rallroad. 

Meier's death, like the others was due to 
an accident which none of the attendants 
was able to explain. The swimming instruo- 
tor, William Bacrach, was absent for lunch 
at the time, but four other men were ewim- 
ming with him. 

Hugh J. Falvey, who had charge of the poo! 
in Mr. Bacrach’s abgence, was standing at 
one end of the tank when he saw Meier take 
a running dive into the water. After waiting 
several seconds for the swimmer to come to 
the surface, he dove into the water and trieé 
to bring up the body, but the weight was too 
great for him and he hastily summoned as- 
sistance. Henry F. Rabe, one of the helpers 
in the tankrooni, was one ot the first to an- 
swer the appeal. Rabe dove ints the poo! 
With all his clothes on and brought the body 
to the’ surface,. With the assistance of Fal- 
vey it was taken from the pool. 


Physicians Work in Vain, 
In the meantime others in the room called 
for physicians and the body was taken from 


means Of resuscitation were employed in 
the hope of restoring life. Dr. H. B. Clapp 
and Dr. E. L. Hayford, who: have offices in 
the building, worked over the body for nearly 
two hours, but without avail. 

“I think the young man must have struck 
his head on the side of the tank after taking 
a running, shallow dive, Dr. Clapp said. 
There was a slight abrasion over the right 
eye, which leads me to believe that the force 
of hitting the side of the tank causéd either 
a slight concussion of the brain or stunned 
him long enough to drown. I am inclined to 
believe in the former because he bied from 
the mouth and nose while we were trying to 
restore life,” 

Scott C. Towan and B. Bergsilein, who were 
in the water with Meief at the time, were un- 
able clearly to explain the accident. 

„We were all swimming together,” Towan 
said, “and I, for one, was not paying particu- 
lar attention to the others, I saw Meier div- 
ing from the springboard, but I did not ob- 
serve his failure to rise. Even if I had mikeed 
him I would have supposed that he bad left 
the pool.“ ‘ 

Paul C. Foster, assistant secretary ot the 
association, while expressing deep regret that 
the accident occurred, ‘said it apparently was 
unavoidable. : 


Cloudy Water Hides Body. 

From all we can learn, no blame seems 
to attach to any one,“ he said. Mr. Dae 
rach, our swimming instructor. goes to lunch 
every day from 2 to 4.0 clock, and it was be- 
tween these hours that the drowning oc. 
curred. However, . it eich have happened 
if a score of men had been in the room. 

For one thing, the lake water at this time 
is cloudy, and that fact prevented those on 
the edge of the pool from séeirig the body 
in the water. From all appearances it looks 
as though Meter simply dived against: the 
bottom of the pool and then drowned while 
helpless to force his way to the top.“ 

The T. M. C. A. officials notified the police 
of the accident, and after the body had been 
identified by the father and a’ brother, Ernest 
Meier, who is a member of the law firm of 
Horton, Wickett, Miller & Meier, was re.

Ships Hope to Rescue 88 Persons. 

ANCUD. CHILE, Feb. 14-—The Chilean 
cruiser Ministro Zenteno and five steamers 
of the Pacific Navigation company are racing 
south today in the desperate hope that they 
may save the eighty-eight persons who, when 
last reported, were clinging to the stern of the 
British. steamer Lima as ‘the Vessel was 
pounding . itself to pieces on à reef in the 
Huamblin passage in the straits of Magellan. 

The Hatumet has arrived. here and today 
its captain told the story of the wreck and 
his reecue of 205 persons. He said: 

“When we sighted the wreck we put ous 
our small boats, which closely approached 
the stern of the Lima, where passengers and 
crew had gathered. We made a connection 
between the two vessels with 500 fathoms of 
cable. 

Cable Slips from Ship. 

Heavy seas were rolling, which made the 
work of rescue perilous, and finally the 

a’s end of the cable slipped from its stern 
and became entangled in the rocks. Without 
the ald of the cable we could not reach the 
wreck and but for this accident all would 
have been rescued.

SEARCH FOR 32 MISSING MEN

Ships Continue Patrol of Atlantic Ocean, 
However, Nursing Forlorn Hope of 
Discovering Crew All Safe. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 14.—The search of 
the United States navy and revenue cutter 
service for the naval tug Nina and ite crew 
of thirty-two men wae continued today with 
grim fidelity. 

Not a trace of the little. craft has been found 
at the end of the third day of the explora- 
tion of the Atlantic, and the only ray of hope 
is found: in the absence of: anv reports of 
wreckage in the broad expanse of water from 
Norfolk to Boston. 

Even this hope is discounted by the fact 
that the vessel, being of steel construction, 
may have gone suddenly to the bottom of the 
sea before the crew had time to launch a boat 
or displace a, life preserver.

Plan Further Diseussion 
of the Mayor. 


Elimination of the segregated vice district 
in Chicago is practically possible, means for 
its accomplishment are simplé, and the re- 
sult would improve the moral status of the 
community and have a radical effect on the 
political situation.

Points the Way He Won Out. 

He told about his fight on the dives, punc- 
tuating the path — victory by frequent ref- 
erences to how he. “soaked his political 
opponents and taking the Chicago audience 
into hie comfidence to the length of impart- 
ing his belief he . be ret lected.

BLACK HAND PLOT CHARGED. 


Aceused Medic Shows Mysterious Mes- 
sages Received by Him. 


Mrs. Martha Gehrke, 25 year old wife 
of & motorman, began suit for $20,000 dam- 
ages yesterday against Dr. Amie Marman 
Dabbous, a physician connected with the 
Northwestern university settlement.’ 

In the bill as filed by Attorney Henry J. 
Ganey, it is charged that Dr. Dabbous at- 
tempted to assault her while she was calling 
upon him for medical advice in his office in 
the basement of the University settlement 


— 1400 Augusta street, on Nov. 21, 


Dr. Dabbous, who is an Egyptian, denied 
the charge and said the suit was the sequel 
of a series of mysterious communications 
which he had ceceived and mentally credited 
to a Polish Black Hand. 

„Ever since receiving the communications 
I have been waiting for something of this 
manifestation of the penalty I was to undergo 
at the hands of my unknown kind," he said. 
“I believe this attempt to undermine my 
reputation ig a penalty subtly contrived to 
injure a physician as he could be injured in 
no other way. 

“I first met Mrs. Gehrke last March, when 
I was treating her sister. About the same 
‘time I received the first of the mysterious 
communications. In September Mrs. Gehrke 
came to me for treatment and continued to 
come regularly as a patient until Nov. 21 last. 
The door was not locked when she was inthe 
office and I never mistreated her. 


Shows Three Mysterious Notes, 

The first I heard of a prospective suit was 
when a young man called and told nie of itt 
and asked for money. I asked advice of a 
friend. He told me to wait for the sult and 
then fight. I showed the black hand letters 
to some city detectives and they promised 
to look into the matter, but aid not, so far 
as I know.“ 

Here Dr. Dabbous showed three of the let- 
ters. The first one he received is written in. 
pencil and in a French patois warns the re- 
cipient to make restitution in three lunar 
months or to insert an ad in the paper.” The 
signature is “noirdes mains et mains en- 
ums.“ (Hande black and hands radiant). 

The second letter received displays a cres- 
cent moon shedding what are, apparently, 
tears of blood. On the back is a Greek in- 
scription of one of the warnings of the proph- 
et Jeremiah. The third in one corner 
what is obviousiy the radiant hand referred 
to in the first letter and in the other a black 
hand. A few links ofa broken chain dangle 
from each. 

Mise H. E. Wittmer, the head of the North- 
western university settlement, corroborated 
Dr. Dabbous’ statement that his rule was 
never to lock his door when treating female 
patients. 


Malice Suspected in Suit. 

Several of the settlement workers expressed 
a belief that the suit filed against Dr. Dab- 
bous was an attempt to injure the settlement 
because of its unsuccessful prosecution of 
a Pole some time ago upon a charge of mis- 
treating young girls. 

“T investigated the case carefully before 
taking it, on account of the prominence of 
Dr. Dabbous,”’ said Attorney Ganey. “I 
called upon him, and he told me his story of 
it being part of a black hand conspiracy. 
He said he had received letters which he had 
given the police. I asked the police, and 
found that such was not the case. I also 
heard that he had sald I demanded a settle 
ment of the case out of court, 80 I advised 
my client to bring suit, I decline to state 
now Who my 'w will be or upon what 
I will rest my case. We will fight it through.”

I don't see why. we should 
discriminate in his favor when we refused 
to grant a public trial to an employé some 
time ago when the question came up. I don’t 
believe Mr. Perkins would care to ask that 
the rules be suspended in his favor. He will 
get a fair, reasonable, and just trial in any 
event.” 

‘ Controversy May Come Up Today. 

The controversy is scheduled to come up 
today when the members of the board, assem- 
bled as the committee on school property 
leases, will meet for an all day executive ses- 
tion. It is expected President Urion will in- 
form the members just what evidence he has 
against the architect, and that it will be a test 
of sentiment.

Provision Shorts Hurt by Bull Move- 
ment Attributed to Cudahys. 


The highest prices for hogs since the civil 
war were established at the stockyards ¥ 
terday, and, with the best quoted at 


action and was not a general price, 
some places they were selling at less than 8 

With hog values at the yards 
almost unprecedented levels, ean — 
short on the ‘board of trade became fright- 
ened, forcing upturns in mess pork, lard, and 
ribs. Hopes recently entertained of more 
reasonable values for pork ‘products were 
sent glimmering, as the upturns — the face 
ot restricted consumption were 
to reflect an actual scarcity of — in all 
sections, 

The cause of the advance, and incidentally 
the small shorts’ panic on the board of trade, 
was the insistent demand for live hogs at 
the yards from shippers, who have been out- 
bidding the, packers recently and have suc- 
ceeded in obtaining an unusually large per- 
centage of the current receipts. 


Reduction in Supply General. 

Eastern provision.stocks have become sen- 
sationally light, as well as those in the west, 
and the question of price now is secondary 
to that of obtaining even a moderate propor- 
tior. of the daily receipts. Lard and cured 
meat supplies are low at all the leading cen- 
ters, the scarcity developing late last sam- 
mer and growing more acute since. 

High prices have not curtailed the demand 


either for fresh pork or cured products to 


any great extent. The manufacturers have 
had little opportunity to replenish their re- 
serves. The trade is now on a hand to mouth 
basis, with the farmer practically the dicta- 
tor of the situation. 

The number of hogs in the principal pro- 
ducitg sections, it is said. is the smallest in 
years. Government figures show a shortage 
of several million hogs, compared to the nor- 
mal number, and farmers owning hogs are 
demanding higher prices continually. 

The priee for live hogs has accentuated 
an abnormally bullish situation in specula- 
tive product on the board of trade, and the 
bears yesterday were thrown into confuston. 
May pork jumped in a few quotations 85 cents 
a barrel, and May lard and ribs scored ad- 
vances of 382% cents and 27% cents, respec- 
tively. 

Cudahys Said to Have Profited. 


During the recent period of comparatively 
low prices, leading packing interests began 
to accumulate lines of pork, lard, and ribs. 
Shorts were encouraged to sell by the re- 
ported slackening of the ‘consumptive de- 
sg and reports of freer country market- 


"fhe last few days they have discovered that 
they sold something they cannot deliver, and 
have been frantic bidders for product.. The 
Cudahy interests have been credited with 
jeading the bull campaign, and yesterday 
sold a part of their enormous lines at great 
profits. 

Stocks of cured meats and lard have been 
reduced to less than half the quantity in 
storage a year ago. Distributers are hold- 
ing products at a high level, and with no 
promise of any materia! increase in the mar- 
keting of swine, a great scarcity in pork 
products is predicted for next summer. 

Provision men say they can see no relief 
from high prices for at least two years, as 
it will take that long to enable farmers to 
again place the hog raising industry on a 
normal basis. In the meantime, constant 
competition for all the hogs marketed is 
assure.

Has No Racial Significance. 
JUDGE MACK’S VIEW SHARED 


Zionists and Some Other Hebrews Hold 
Different Opinion. 


Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, Dr. Joseph Stolz, and 
other well known Chicago rabbis agree with 
Judge Julian W. Mack and Simon Wolf in 
their contentions before the immigration 
commission at Washington that Jewish im- 
«migrants should not be classified as Jews. 
They hold with Judge Mack and Mr. Wolf 
that the term Jew is religious and not racial. 

Naturally the question arises, is there a 
Jewish race? On this point the answer is not 
so definite. 

“The Jews are not a race in point of na- 
tionality,” said Dr. Hirsch. Often the term 
is used to designate them as such, but most of 
us take the view that it is a religious and not 
a racial designation. 


Zionists Call Jews a Race. 


The Zionists hold otherwise, and orthodox 
Russian and Roumanian Jews agree with. 
them, but, generally speaking, the American 
Jews and those of England and other coun- 
tries call themselves Americans, English- 
men, eto. I am aware that the Jewish cyclo- 
pedia defines Jews as a race, but that does not 
alter our contention. 

When the census taker comes around 1 
will give my nationality as American, and 
my religion as Jewish.“ 


Dispute as to Definition. 


It is a mooted question as to whether the 
Jews form a distinct race,“ asserted Dr. 
Stolz. “ We claim that the government has 
no right to single out a man and designate 
his religion, which is done in referring to a 
German Jew, a Russian Jew, etc. A German 
would not be designated as a German Cath- 
olle, or a German Protestant, and yet that 
is what Is done in classifying Hebrews as 
Jews. 

The answer to a large extent would d 
pend upon the definition of the word 8 
Some understand ſt to mean a distinction, as 
Caucasian and Mongolian races. In this 
sense it would be Incorrect to speak of a man 
as a Jew.”
